in giving judgment, held that Mesare. 
Charles Hill and Sons of Bristol were 
not the owners of the Jersey City, and 
that therefore the certificate did not en- 
title the master to act aa hia own pilot. 
The Bristol City was not owned by the 
" same owners " as Jersey City at 
any material time. In fact, the change of 
ownership of one sixty-fourth of a vessel 
constituted @ change of ownership, and 
as Mr. C. Garthorne Hill was the sole 
owner of the Bristol City, and only 89 
sixty-fourths in the Jersey City, it could 
not be said that it belonged to him. His 
lordship, therefore, found that the Bristol 
City at the time of the collision was under 
compulsory pilotage, and as he had found 
that the pilot was in fault, the Bristol 
City was exempt from blame.
